Sugar industry wins big victory in f

i Sugar was the first on a long list of com- 
modities the Regean administration hoped to 
cut price support programs to in efforts to 
reduce the federal deficit as Congress mulls 
over the 1985 Farm Bill. 

The vote sends a clear message to the ad- 
ministration that Congress is growing uneasy. 
over the worsening trade deficit and a plum- 
meting agriculture economy. 

“This sent a message to the White House 


z that Congress wants to help the depressed 


farmer,” said a happy; Dalton Yancey, ex- 
ecutive vice president of thé Florida Sugar 
Cane 


League: 
Indeed, much of the debate on the House 
floor prior to the vote centered on issues of 
patriotism and protectionism rather than on 
the merits of the sugar price support program, 
according to reports in the Palm Beach Post. 

Agriculture Committee Chairman E. (Kika) 
de la Garza (D-Texas) called on other commodi- 
ty interests and industries threatened by 
foreign imports to join in support of the sugar 
industry. , 

“This is the first vote on whether we support 
domestic producers,” said De la Garza. “This 
is the time to show the flag. Are we going to 
buy American? Are we going to protect 
American industry? 

~*¥ou.cannot desert this industry in its worst 
hour,” De Masa seid: “You have to fly the 
Dag. and protect American jobs. It's jobs, 
jobs, jobs.” S

Florida sugar companies default on loan

For the domestic sugar industry, it's about 
300,000 jobs nationwide,43,000 in the Glades. 

The pr amendment from Rep. Thomas. 
Downey (D-NY) would have gradually reduced 
price supports from the current level of 18 
cents a pound to 15 cents a pound by 1988. The 
amendment would also have eliminated 
transportation costs from the formula used to 
figure the market price-of sugar, further 
squeezing industry profits. 

According to Yancey, when properly ad- 
ministered, the sugar program costs the 
federal government nothing while stabilizing 
prices and protecting jobs. 

However, opponents of the farm bill proposal 
argue that the program harms Latin American 
export nations, artificially inflates domestic 
sugar prices and harms industries dependent 
on sugar. 

Yancey maintains that consumers now pay 
less per pound for sugar than in 1980—the year 
before the current program began—and points 
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arm bill vote on capitol hill 


to products such as candy and soft drinks 
which an D= kia have increas- 
continually ite a in sugar prices. 

Lobbyists for the sugar industry now rest 
easy. Although a final house vote is not ex- 
pected until around Oct. 18, the sugar portion 
appears resolved. Yancey admits having sugar 
as the lead commodity being discussed on the 
bill was a big plus. 

“We had all the commodities behind us 
because we were out of the blocks first. There 
had to be a show of support. We got the "Um 
for the farmer’ vote, "` said Yancey.

"There's quite a bit of sympathy for the 
farmer, more than I've seen since the depres- 
sion of the 30s," he said.

Tossing $31 billion into garbage cans sounds + 
neredible, but Americans do it every year.

While no one intends to waste, our actions 
often lead to food loss. Maybe a look at some

+ Unplanned meals can result in overbuying 
of food or food that will not fit into the meal.

To 
avoid waste buy only what you can use before 
it spoils. Handled with care, food purchases 
should be your last stop in shopping. Avoid let- 
ting food sit in a hot car. Perishables need to be 
refrigerated immediately. Store meat in col- 
dest part of refrigerator. If not used in two 
days, freeze. Seal grain products and spices to 
prevent bug infestation.
